Notices of the meeting state that 
present indications are that thor­ 
oughness of coverage in spray appli­ 
cations this year will decide largely 
the extent to which insects and 
diseases will be controlled. 
Red 
spider eggs are abundant on both 
I apple and peach trees in many or­ 
chards and aphid eggs also are 
plentiful, 
orchard 
surveys 
have 
shown. Missing only a few branches 
in spray applications may mean 
[heavy infestation which will prove 
costly at harvest time, it has been 
pointed out 
Dr. George Zundel, extension plant 
pathologist, and John O Pepper, en­ 
tomologist, from Pennsylvania State 
I college, will be on hand to answer 
I questions and guide the discussion. 
The session is to be conducted in the 
form of a question and answer pro­ 
gram with all growers being urged 
to present their special problems. 
County Farm Agent M. T. Hart­ 
man will speak briefly about spray 
information letters which are being 
issued already for this year.

Kauffman, then 21 years old. was 
convicted of voluntary manslaughter 
in the death of Clarence Daywalt, 
also of Hamiltonban township, the 
night of June ll, 1933. The jury’s 
verdict was returned 
in 
August 
court that year and on September 
9, 1933, Kauffman was sentenced by 
the late Judge Donald P. McPher­ 
son to serve from six to 12 years in 
the Eastern penitentiary. He began 
his term in the state prison two days 
later. 
Daywalt was shot fatally near Dan 
Blizzard's store in the South moun­ 
tains after a dance there.

prison term in the penitentiary at 
Philadelphia, 
crowded

there caused his transfer to the 
Rockview Farm prison where he is 
now confined.
